the work is now going on provides 
for placing two men to each 12 vats. 
There are between 100 and 150 vats in 
each county and from IB to 22 local 
inspectors in addition to the supervis- 
ory force maintained in each county. 


Records in the offices of the agri- 


culture bureau here show that approx- 
imately 40,000 herds of cattle, compris- 
ing nearly 200,000 cattle, and nearly 
80.000 horses and mules were dipped in 
the- seven counties during March.

termediate Credit Bank, said Wednes- 
day he anticipated that 
agricultural 


credit corporations formed in Arkan- 
sas to obtain loans for farmers will 
become permanent channels for lend- 
ing money to farmers. 


He said there arc nojv 61 local lend- 


ing institutions in Arkansas now dis- 
counting farmers' notes for agricul- 
ture and livestock purposes] Most of 
these have been organized since the 
Arkansas legislature passed an act 
making available 5,500,000 to be loaned 
by the state to persons for the pur- 
pose of organizing credit corporations. 


"Committees of bankers and lead- 


ing business men in Arkansas have 
been taking the lead in the establish- 
ment of credit corporations and live- 
stock loan 
companies," 
Netherland 


said, "and we anticipate these insti- 
tutions will become permanent chan- 
nels for lending funds to farmers and 
for discounting farmers' notes wtih the 
Intermediate Credit Bank at St. Louis 


"With a large amount loaned by the 


state government and the organiza- 
tion of a large number of credit cor- 
porations which may discount farm- 


ers' notes with this bank, the morale 
of the farmers throughout Arkansas 
has greatly improved. In fact, faith 
in their ability to 'comeback' is pro- 
nounced. 
The Intermediate 
Credit 


Bank and the local institutions arc 
stifcssing with the farmer the desir- 
abjlity of growing more feed and feed 
crdps this year and the advice is be- 
ing followed. 


"It is imperative that farmers pro- 


duce a liberal amount of 
feed this 


year as well as food so that the live- 
stock upon which they have secured 
loans will increase both in weight and 
value," 


Netherland said the

creation of credit corporations 
had

And the most 
soughtfor c&Ke recipe in the days of 
the Restoration was a rare Banbury 
cake, the recipe for which consumes 
mere than half a page in its cook 
bcok with ingredients that seem lim- 
itless. 


Another prized early cake, the only 


cue made without bread dough in its 
day, 
vas culled the nun's cake. It is 


said to have originated in Whitby 
Abbey, from Hilda, the greatest of 
all Abbesses, and was carefully cher- 
ished and handed down as a heritage 
from generation to generation. 
Its 


preparation was almost a ritual and is 
based almost entirely on the method 
of beating. And such beating! The 
original recipe calls for beating of 
four pounds of butter, 35 eggs, and 
then again with rose water or orange 
flower water; all told, the beating 
process consumed two hours! 
The 


modern recipe for this nun's cake has 
been .-amplified from the cumbersome 
occupation of hundreds of years ago 
to one eup of butter, the yolk of five 
eggs and whiles of two eggs, and as 
MibS Gurrett will demonstrate, is just 
as delicious. 


The early American 
cakes 
were 


swecfcned with Molasses fresh from 
the West Indies; fruit 
from Spain 


and Italy; raisins and currants from 
the Mediterranean, and spices from 
the Dutch Merchantmen. They were 
frequently baked in huge loaves, suf- 
ficient to last a month. 


Cake making is one of Miss Garrett's 


favorite realms of cookery, in which 
she has many valuable facts assem- 
bled, practical for the home cake mak- 
er, which she will demonstrate in her 
cooking school lectures.

• • • • Debunking Gangsters 


•THE moving picture industry, according to Mr. Will Hays, 
I has done much in the past year to debunk the gangster 
"by showing he can't win and be ridicule." 


For this effort, of course, the general public ought to be 


.grateful. There is no denying that some of the best realism in 
''the films has come in underworld pictures, and the Hollywood 
moguls have largely refrained from any attempt to glorify the 
underworld plug-uglies. 


Nevertheless, the time for general rejoicing is not quite 


" at hand. Debunking is all right in its place, but it isn't what 


the gangster needs. His case calls for out and out suppres- 
sion*Indeed, the most ominous fact about the whole business 
is the fact that the gangster can't really be debunked. He is 
quite as bad as common report says he is. He hasn't been 
exaggerated. His power over metropolitan life, the contempt 
in which he holds the forces of law and order, the enormous 
(sums of money he commands, the corruption that he causes 
jn politics and among office-holders—there is no bunk to any 
of this. It is all too genuine. 


To get relief, therefore, something besids a moving pic- 


tur campaign is needed. One of the chief difficulties with the 
situation is the fact that we have tried to curb the gangster 
by talking. We have had books, moving pictures, editorials, 
special articles enough to crush almost any human institution 
—arid we have let it go at that.

gangsters, as he exists in New York. Chicago and similar 
metropolitan centers, is a direct product of American city 
u-fo He is what he is because our cities are what they are.

the children to go with him into te 
woods In the afternoon. When they 
failed to return, she said, she became 
alarmed and asked neighobrs to aid 
in search for them.

sheriff as saying her husband had been 
despondent recently.
